In  the  north  these  plants  are  of  un¬ 
told  value  for  forcing  for  winter  bloom  in  conservatory  or 
greenhouse.  From  a  collection  of  over  200  sorts  Japanese 
experts  have  selected  what  they  consider  the  best  six  vari¬ 
eties.

Note:  The  Cotoneasters  are  among  the  most  import¬ 
ant  groups  of  hardy  plants  which  have  recently  been 
brought  before  the  public.  All  of  them  have  attractive 
foliage  and  conspicuous  berries.'  Of  those  listed  below 
C.  adpressa,  horizontalis  and  its  variety  perpusilla,  and 
C.  microphylla  are  of  lowr-spreading  growth,  have  small 
glossy,  evergreen-like  foliage  and  bright  red  berries 
which  stay  on  the  shrubs  well  into  the  winter.  The 
plants  of  this  group  of  Cotoneaster  are  particularly 
adaptable  for  use  in  rockery,  on  the  edge  of  low  shrub¬ 
beries  or  on  slopes.  C.  Uielsiana,  divaricata  and  salici- 
folia  floccosa  are  of  more  shrub-like  growth,  with  long 
graceful  branches,  glossy  leaves  and  bright  red  berries.
